Reason for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Rackovan et al. (US 5,733,615) teaches a three layered in-mold label comprising a 
core layer, a base layer on one side of the core layer and a top layer on the other side 
of the core layer; however, Rackovan does not teach or suggest the core layer 
comprises a cross-linkable tack unsaturated polyester, and the base layer comprises a 
styrene monomer and a peroxide catalyst. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
